The Example of the Border States.
Tur position of most of the border States on the
subject of Rebel disfranchiseinent, 18 worthy of
remark, In West Virginin, Tennessee, and Mis.
soun, Lhe policy of disfranchising those who
were gullty of rebelllon has besn incorporated
into the organic law. Each of these States,
during the war, was the theatre of clivil war in
its most terrible lorms, The sufferings of the
Unionists of Tennessee were almost egual to
those of the Waldenses of old, In Missouri a
moit biltor and relentless guorilln warlare pre-
vailed, in which scenes of horror were enaclad
almost without parallel in history., We do not
wonder that the Unionisis of these States fecl
disinclined to see Rebels walk vnck and enjoy
all the priviloges of men who remained true to
the Government. And It 8 a very doubtfal
policy, ingdeed, that would make no difference
between the traltor and the falthiul citizen. The
loyal men of all the border States maintained
their integrity only at the price of the most
fearfal sacrifices, Arethey now to see the men
who persecuted them treated us though they
had done no wrong !

It is not revenge or crnelty or passion which
prompts to the punishment of treason. On the
contrary, it I8 the Instinet ol order, of law, ol
stability, and so of merey and peace, Attempted
parallels between the cases of our Rebels and
thoee of upsuccessful revolutionists in the Old
World fail utterly, Ours was a rebollion against
a {ree representative Government—nagainst the
deolsion ol the ballot-box—pgainst all (hnt made
free government possible. It was a rebellion
again#t freedom and for glavery. The world has
no parallel to such a rebelhon, Think for once
of comparing Avkxaxper H. Sreemess and
Lovis Kossvran! Comphre the de<potic Aus-
trian Government with the Ameriesn republic.
Compare Kossuru's speechos, filled with the
noblest sentiments of COhristlan  clvilization,
with Mr. SrerueNs’ specech justitying the Lebel-
lion on the speeilic grouud of its proslavery
churneier, Who does not see that their cases
are as wide apart a2 the poles ?

meot forever disqualifylug the leaders in our
Hebellion from holdiog office, i as mild & pun-
ishiment us the interests of elvil order will tole-
rate. Itisas little as our Govenment possibly
can do, and show any reasonable regard for its
own stability and perpetuity, The doctrine that
a mon by committing treason forfeits none of
his political rights, and upon throwing down
his wenpons ol unholy warfare, can straightway
olerim elther to represent othera or to bo ropre-
sented himsell in the Congress of the Uniled
States, 1s o doctrine of the wildest license, Tt
puts treason upon 4 par with loyalty., It by im
plication dishonors every man who remsined
true to the country, for it tells him he has no
more rights In this Government than the traitors
who tried to overthrow it, Toey who stand for
such a doctrine may call it “maznanimity,”
but it Is 8 mugonauimity that is opposed {o every
prmeiple of publie justice and to every demand
of public order, Henece, we are rejoiced to see
the stund taken by soch States as Tennessen,
Missourd, and West Virginia, It shows the wis-
dom of Congress in its veconstruction policy,
and that the terms of seftlement finully agrecd
upon by that body are such as commend them.
selves to the judgment of the Upion element of
the South Itaelf.

Railronds West of the Missowri.
Tnr progress ol rallroad enterprises wost of the
Missourl is very gratitying, nnd is un indleation
of the importance which that section of the
country i% 5o rapidly sssuming,

The Union Pacific Ravlrond Company, Bastern
Division, have their rond completed now to the
neighborbood of ort Riley, Kansas, there heiag
unbroken rallrond commuunication ie that point
from the Eunstern seaboard, with the exception
of the terringe over the Mississippl river sl St,
Louls. Owing to the progress of this road, the
castern terminueg of the great Sanla Fe mail
route has been transferred from the Missoum
river at Kansas Clty to the western terminus of
the Union Pucitic Railroad, Bastern Division.
This will shorten the time between the Stiates
and New Mexico by oneday. It is also apotel
pated that after thiz senson the Baota e trains
will no longer come to the Missouri river, but
will recelve their goods from the terminns of
the rallroad, until in its progress it reaches thit
point in its route nearest o New Mexico.

A roid had just been completed from Kansas
City to Leuvenworth slong the west bank of the
Missouri river, and conneciing at the former
place with the Missourl Pacitic Railroad, The
Missouri Pucific Lbas lessed this road, and is
now running through trains from St Louls to
Leavenworth,

The Unlon Pacific Rallroad, ronning west
from Omuha, has just completed o sdditionsl
geotion of I8 rond, making one hundred and
twenty-five mlles now completed and i apera-
tion. Ttis expected that the lowa road connest
ing Ohicago and Omsha will be completed by
next April, by which time the Unlon Pacific
will have reached the usighborhood of Forl
Kearney,

On the California side the Pacific Railroad Is
being pushed vigorously, und is now jy operi-
tion consldernbly west of Sacrawento, Phus
from botb sides the great entorprise of spanning
the continent progressis apace. Meanwhile the
wineral developments of the great wountain
ranges of the interior are revealing new riches,
and calling thither new legions of hardy ploneers.
We shall have scarcely completed a single line
of rallway to the Pacific before a second will b
imperlously demanded to accommodate the vast
Pusimess that will be thrown upon it,

on the Fourth of Julyis as ufilque as it s
amusing. Foeling conlident that any nagleel on
their port to celebrate the anniversary of the
birth of the American nation would be selzed
upon and converted into politicsl capital by
their opponents, they were compelled to join in
the festivities of the day., Yel they did so with
80 bad a grace, that it rominds us of the anolent
wood-cut of the sallor compelled by a band of
pirates to dance a Scottish fing, under the
penalty of death should he refuse, There is a
stilted formulity about the manner in which our
“wayward sisters” rejoiced that partakes largely
of the comic element.

In some parts of the South their honesty ex-
gieeded their valuation of policy, and they oponly
disregurdad all notice ol the day. Where United
Siates troops were stationed some show was
made, but as a genoral rule there was either a
formnal farce enacted or no notioe taken what-
ever. The Kichmonders preferred the latter,
and the tone of the press olearly indicates the
popular feeling.
